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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This Office action is in response to Application No. 09/586,387, filed on 6/2/2000. 

2. Claims 1-83 are pending. 

Claim Objection 

3. Applicant is advised to remove one of claims 34 or to renumber claims 34 since 
this application has two claims 34. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 3, 1 1 , 18, 28, 29, 30-33, 36, 37-73, 76, and 80 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,2, 4-10, 12-17, 19-27, 34, 35, 74, 75, 77-79, and 81-83 recites the 

limitation "said previous stage" in claims 1 and 74. There is insufficient antecedent 

basis for this limitation in the claim.
